Almost Where It Be^an 


And now the conflict is almost

Until only a few days ago, both 


sides seemed awaiting the outcome 
of the almost year old unproduc- 
tive armistice talks at Panmunjom.

WHY DO WE CULTIVATE 


PLANTS? 


That fellow we call "civilized 


man" does many things simply be- 
cause his father and grandfather 
did them or because his neighbor 


pense. There are no strange, oc- 
cult merits—merely common sinse 
operating. If weed eradication can 
be gained by hand-pulling or bet- 
ter, by mulching, then m most 
cases cultivation can be greatly 
curtailed without impairment of 
plant health or vigor. 


Gardeners 
and farmers 
may 


easily and instructively 
conduct 


their own experiments in this mat- 
ter. The editor will appreciate 
news about results of any such 
experiments. Here is a subject 
that warrants wide discussion and 
study.

rush for the lime bag when moss 
enters the lawn. Acid soil is held 
the trouble. Many persons express 
it with the phrase—sour soil. Lime, 
they believe, is the cure-all. But 
invariably lime fails to solve the 
problem. In fact, some of the finest 
stands of lawn grass seen in large 
estates, in parks, on golf courses, 
and in small home lawns grows 
m soil that is acid. No, the cause 
of moss is not found in soil acid- 
ity. 


And 
too, 
moss does not run 


lawn grass out This is better ex- 
plained in the light of the old soil 
theorem that "Nature hates bare 
ground." The soundness of this 
theory is seen in almost any part 
of the country where soil fertility 
is allowed to dimmish until noth- 
ing but 
a sparse 
covering of 


cinquefoil or other weed remains. 
And this is exactly what occurs 
when moss comes into the lawn. 
It comes after the grass dies out, 
not as a cause. 


In perhaps more than 80 per 


cent of the cases of lawn moss 
the editor has studied, tree roots 
have been found the cause of moss 
invasion. Here is a plain case of 
grass starvation The tiee roots 
interlace the upper or grass-root- 
ing stratum 
and against 
such 


strong competition the grass dies 
out for lack of moisture or nour- 
ishment or both. In these struggles 
the tree always wins 


In a lew cases poor drainage is 


found as the cause of grass dying 
and moss coming m to take its 
place. 


If the moss problem occuis only 


.n the shade of walls or buildings, 
then it may be well to consider 
he possibility that a sun-loving 
rass has been started where there 
is no sun or at least where there 
is not sufficient sunshine to pro- 
mote vigor. 


Where faulty drainage is the 


cause of grass failure and moss 
appearance. 
correction 
of 
the 


fault is, of course, the cure. I: 
grass fails in the shade of walls 
or buildings and moss enters, i 
is wise to add Poa triviahs, i 
shade-lovmpr grass, to the seed 
mixture and give this a thorough 
trial. 


If moss appears in the shade o 


trees or even in sunny areas where 
the roots of nearby trees are like- 
ly to extend, the owner should ex- 
amine the t.oil to determine if the 
ijrass failure is due to excessive 
shade or to tree root competition. 
If the shade factor is at fault, 
again Poa triviahs mav be the 


Of course, he would vehemently 
deny these charges but neverthe- 
less while he is actually voicing 
his denial he may be cultivating 
his sweet corn patch or plowing 
(cultivating) his field corn. Then 
is a good time to ask him—"Why 
are you cultivating your corn?" 


There is a widespread and long 


accepted theory that cultivating 
plants imparts some strange bene- 
iits which nobody seems able to 
explain cleaily. On person says he 
cultivates to provide circulation of 
of air in the soil—aeration. An- 
other states that cultivation is 


ecessary to keep a layer of fine, 
oose soil on the surface and con- 
erves soil moisture—they call it 


"soil mulch." In the South we 


lave heard the explanation that 
'soil gets sour if you don't culti- 
vate." 


There are two and only two 


soundly proved reasons for culti- 


ating growing plants. First, of 


course, is to eradicate 
weeds. 


Weeds not only rob plants of need- 
ed nourishment and moisture but 
often actually introduce toxic sub- 
stances into the soil which ad- 
versely affect plant vigor. Second, 
certain crops require at least a 
slight ridging for support or to 
protect their stalk bases or roots 
irom exposure to the sun and aid. 
This ridging may m many cases 
provide better drainage during 
periods of heavy rainfall. 


Common is the sight of farmers 


who cultivate their field corn one 
time after another from the time

All growers of vegetables and 


ornamental plants practice irriga- 
tion in some form or other. Lawn 
owners "sprinkle" their grass. 
Shade trees are watered. In act, 
there is even in humid regions a 
general effort to bridge periods of 
rainless weather by artificial ap- 
plications of water to stimulate 
growth of plants. Often the damage 
resulting from faulty methods far 
outweighs the benefits obtained. 
.However, when_intelligeritly prac- 
-ticed, irrigation pays big dividends ] 
in plant vigor. 


One of the most widespread er- 


rors made in watering plants can 
be illustrated by light 
showers 


of rain. During dry weather there 
may come a little shower, just 
enough to settle the dust and per- 
haps wet the surface. The wise 
farmer will correctly estimate the 
results by saying "No, it didn't 
do a bit of good—merely laid the 
dust." In other words, it was just 
a sprinkle when a heavy, pro- 
longed rain was needed. 


The injurious method dT irriga- 


tion is in the vicious habit of 
sprinkling. To benefit a growing 
plant the moisture must descend 
until the rooting soil is wet. Plants 
do not need bathing. They can be 
helped in dry periods only by suf- 
ficient water to soak into the low- 
er rooting stratum and there dis- 
solve the elements on which they 
feed. Thus it is easy to see why

is suffering from soil dryness. 


Gardeners who have access to 


water pressure, either fiom citv 
water systems or from overhead 
or power equipment on the farm 
may use the open-furrow or po- 
rous-hose method. If water is al- 
lowed to run along the rows in 
open furrows, soil washing must 
be prevented by control of the 
quantity of water and the slope 
of the ground. The porous-hose 
method simply means that a hose 
attached to a water-pressure line 
is punctured every foot or so to 
permit water to trickle out and 
soak into the soil. 


Growers without pressure water 


have a more difficult task in irri- 
gating their crops. But they still 
find profitable means. If a creek,

Would corn 
yields be lowered or ear quality 
impaired without such a program

Many experiments have shown 


that comparable rows of corn will 
bear almost the same quantity and 
quality of ears with or without 


other dependable source of water 
is near, a small electric, gasoline 
or other power pump may be in- 
stalled to deliver water to the 
garden.

method is available as a safe 
means of distributing water where 
it is needed. 


Perhaps the simplest and yet 


one of the most effective ways to 
irrigate neady crops m dry weath- 
er is the leaky-can method. Wood- 
en or metal barrels or drums, 10- 
or 5-gallon milk cans or similar 
large containers are utilized, pre- 
ferably discarded containers be- 
cause a leak-hole must be made 
in the bottom to permit water to 
seep out.

WASHINGTON <M—Foes of price 


and wage controls were reported 
today mapping plans to deal a 
death blow to the already battered 
controls extension bill. 


The Defense Production Act, 


which gives the President author- 
ity to control wages, prices, rents 
and production, expires next Mon- 
day unless Congress extends it. 


And strong sentiment for letting 


the law die was expected to be 
voiced by Republicans and South- 
ern Democrats, who already have 
stripped the measure of most of 
its effective price control powers.

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A Bit Of History About 
\'our Own Adams County 


This is the tenth la a series of 


historical talks given over Radio 
Station WGET by Dr. Robert For- 
tenbaugh, Adeline Sager professor 
of history at Gettysburg Colllege, 
on some'of the outstanding events 
and Interesting spisodes in the de- 
velopment of Adams County. 


lh the second quarter of the 


nineteenth century the solution of 
th* problems of transportation and 
communication were foremost as 
the needs of a large expanding 
nation came to be fully realized. 
The long distances to be overcome 
dearly showed that the old means 
at transportation and communi- 
cation were no longer adequate. 
Even improved roads, known as 
turnpikes and canals, were found 
to be insufficient 
to meet the 


growing needs. 


Fortunately at this point the 


practicality of the steam engine, 
transformed 
into a locomotive, 


was demonstrated in England, and 
the first steam realroad was put 
into operation about 1825. The 
flrst successful efforts to promote 
j»ilroads was shortly realized in 
the-Uniied States, and by 1840 the 
yailroad was fast supplanting all 
other 
means 
of 
transportation 


for overcoming the difficulties of 
e»rrying goods over long distances 
•t greater speed. 


First Steam Train. 


posed railroads. Some were built 
and put into operation as private 
ventures, but Thaddeus Stevens 
was determined that the part of 
the railroad to make the connec- 
tion through Adams County should 
be a part of the system of public 
works and thus built at public ex- 
pense. 


Power In State 


Since he was influential in the 


Anti-Masonic Party which was 
then in power in state politics, he 
was able to get appropriations for 
building the railroad west of Get- 
tysburg to connect with the B and 
O Railroad in the Potomac^ Valley, 
expecting that private enterprise 
would complete the line from the 
Susquehanna which was already 
built from Wrightsville westward, 
with the idea of going finally to 
Gettysburg. 


The road projected west of Get- 


tysburg was called the Tapeworm. 
All that was ever done was to

On 
January 6, 1858, construction was 
completed to New Oxford; in June, 
1358 to Guldens Station and on 
November 26, 1858, the first loco- 
motive steamed into Gettysburg 


"Snorting Iron Horse" 


The formal opening of the whole 


line of approximately 15 miles to 
Hanover on the Hanover Junction 
Railroad, was held on December 
16, 1858. Thus the year 1858 was 
an important one in the history 
of railroad transportation in Ad- 
ams County with the first two 
lines in the county being opened 
for service. 


Let us now turn to the Com- 


piler of Monday, November 29, 
1858, 
for a contemporary descrip- 


tion of the coming of the 
first 


steam locomotive into Gettysburg. 
Under "Town and County Affairs," 
the editor says: 


"A sigli* to be remembered. 'The 


Good Time' so long anticipated by 
the people of this region, is now 
near enough reality to be classed 
among the things that are. On 
Friday last, the first railroad loco- 
-Tnnt.ive entered within our borough 
limits. Not a visionary, impalpable 
concern, but a regular 'live, puff- 
ing and snorting Iron Horse,' with 
Friend Fuller as 'driver.' 


"The train came probably 300 


feet west of the bridge -across 
Rock Creek, laden with iron for 
the completion of the track to 
the Engine House. Some of our 
citizens were attracted to the spot, 
and when the cars departed, their 
elated feelings gave vent in three 
rousing cheers. It was a gratify- 
ing sight, and the 26th of Novem- 
ber, 1858 will long be remembered 
by those present." 


Make Extensive Plans 


The formal opening of the whole 


line for regular service was not 
made until three weeks later, on 
December 16, 1858, but the first 
locomotive had come in and the 
final work was being done to con- 
nect Gettysburg by rail with the 
outside world.

Expensive Project 


The Board of Directors* of the 


Gettysburg Railroad contracted on 
December 27, 1855, for the con 
struction of the road from Hanover 
to Gettysburg in two separate con- 
tracts. The first contract covered 
grading and bridging the road— 
5105,000. The second called for 
laying the track—S133.000, Ground 
was first broken on February 11 
1856. 
The president of the com 


pany. Robert 
McCurdy, 
placed 


the first shovelful of earth on a ' 
wheelbarrow, then the directors, 
and then the assembled crowd, 
took turns In digging a shovelful 
or two each.

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A Bit Of History About 
/cur Own Adams County 


This is th# tenth in a series of 
historicpl talks given over Radio 
Station WG ET by Dr. Robert For* 
tenbai Rh. Adeline Sager professor 
of history at Gettysburg Colllege. 
on some of the outstanding event- 
and Interesting episodes in the de­ 
velopment of Adams County. 


m the second quarter 
of 
the 
nineteenth century the solution of 
Hie problems of transportation and 
com m unication were foremost as 
the needs of a large expanding 
nation cam e to be fully realized. 
The long distances to be overcom e 
dearly showed that the old m eans 
af transportation 
and 
com m uni­ 
cation were no longer adequate. 
Even improved roads, known as 
turnpikes and canals, were found 
Ie 
be 
insufficient 
to 
meet 
the 
growing needs. 
Fortunately 
at 
this 
point 
the 
practicality of the steam engine, 
transformed 
tnto 
a 
locomotive, 
waa dem onstrated in England, and 
the first steam realroad was put 
Into 
operation 
about 
1825. 
The 
Drat successful efforts to prom ote 
railroads was shortly realized in 
the United States, and by 1840 the 
railroad was fast supplanting all 
other 
means 
of 
transportation 
for overcoming the difficulties of 
carrying goods over long distances 
at greater speed 
First Steam Tram 
Aa this kind of im provem ent in 
transportation becam e the most 
gaalrable m eans 
it 
was natural 
that In all populous sections of the 
country 
railroad 
projects 
were 
promoted. This was true in Adams 
County, and the first steam loco­ 
motive entered Gettysburg on No­ 
vember 26. 1858 
In the 1820s the Commonwealth 
cf Pennsylvania carried on a pro­ 
gram of improving the transpor­ 
tation system of the state. This 
waa 
prim arily 
confined 
to 
the 
building of canals, and support to 
the construction of roads by pri­ 
vate 
companies; 
but 
in 
some 
places, the construction of 
rail­ 
roads was more desirable or nee- 
acaaarv. 
Because transportation through 
Adams County was not possible by 
canals, and because this was on 
th# line of a connection between 
the 
Susquehanna 
and 
Potomac 
Rivers, 
those 
interested to im ­ 
prove facilities along this line pro­ 


posed railroads. Some were built 
and put into operation as private 
ventures, 
but 
Thaddeus Stevens 
was determ ined that the part of 
the railroad to m ake the connec­ 
tion through Adams County should 
be a part of the system of public 
i works and thus built at public ex­ 
pense. 
Power In State 
Since he was influential in the 
Anti-Masonic 
P arty 
which 
was 
then rn power in state politics, he 
was able to get appropriations for 
building the railroad west of Get­ 
tysburg to connect with the B and 
O Railroad in the Potom ac Valley, 
expecting that private enterprise 
would com plete the line from the 
Susquehanna which was 
already 
built from W rightsville westward. 
with the idea of going finally to 
Gettysburg. 
The road projected w-est of G et­ 
tysburg was called the Tapeworm. 
All that was ever done was to 
prepare the bed for it some miles 
west of G ettysburg, and beyond 
Fairfield, for the state credit was 
exhausted and this and other pro­ 
jects 
were 
perm anently 
aban­ 
doned. This was in 1839 and for 
more than a decade nothing seem s 
to have been done further to pro­ 
mote a railroad in Adams County. 
In 1851 there was projected a 
railroad to run between Hanover 
and Gettysburg 
and 
incidentally 
to join up with the road that either 
was already, or was soon to be, 
built from Hanover 
Junction 
to 
Hanover on the N orthern Central 
Railroad. 
Construction 
on 
this 
Gettysburg R ailroad did not. how­ 
ever. begin until February, 1856 
As it was this road which was 
eventually extended to Gettysburg. 
we shall not follow the further de­ 
velopment of it at this point, since 
it seem s better to dispo.se of an­ 
other 
railroad 
which was com ­ 
pleted, as planned, a little earlier 
than the G ettysburg Railroad. 
First Train July I, 1858 
This was the Hanover and Lit­ 
tlestown Railroad. The first survey 
for this road was m ade by J. S 
Gilt in November, 1855. A charter 
was soon after received, but it 
was not until the Fourth of July 
that the work of construction was 
begun at Littlestown. William Mc- 
Sherry / president of the railroad, 
m ade an appropriate speech, and 
two bands were present to enter­ 


tain the crowd. 
After 
a 
heart; 
m eal in a nearby 
grove, 
othei 
speeches were 
m ade 
and 
work 
started. The 
completion 
of 
thi 
road was celebrated just one yeai 
later, the first train 
being 
run 
however, on July I, 1858. 
Meanwhile the construction ol 
the road from Hanover to Gettys 
burg proceeded m ore slowly. On 
Jan u ary 6. 1858, construction w'as 
com pleted to New Oxford; in June. 
1858 to Guldens Station 
and 
on 
Novem ber 26. 1858. the first loco 
m otive steam ed into Gettysburg

Iron 
Horse*’ 
The tor rn a1 opening of the whole 
line of approxim ately 15 m iles to 
H anover on the Hanover Junction 
R ailroad, w'as held on December 
16. 1858 Thus the year 1858 was 
an im portant one in the history 
I of railroad transportation in Ad- 


I anis County with the 
first 
two 
lines in the county being opened 
j for service. 
Let us now turn to the Com­ 
piler of Monday. 
November 
29, 
1858. for a contem porary descrip­ 
tion of the coming of 
the 
first 
steam locomotive into Gettysburg 
Under "Town and County Affairs.” 
the editor says: 
"A sigh* to be rem em bered. The 
Good Time* so long anticipated by 
i the people of this region, is now 
near enough reality to be classed 
I am ong the things that 
are. 
On 
Friday last, the first railroad loco­ 
motive entered within our borough 
lim its. Not a visionary, im palpable 
concern, but a regular ‘live, puff­ 
ing and snorting Iron H orse,’ with 
Friend Fuller as ‘d riv er.’ 
"The train cam e probably 300 
te r i west of the 
bridge 
across 
Rock Creek, laden with iron for 
the completion of the track to 
the Engine House. Some of our 
citizens were attracted to the spot, 
and when the cars departed, their 
elated feelings gave vent in three 
rousing cheers. It was a gratify­ 
ing sight, and the 26th of Novem­ 
ber. 1858 will long be rem em bered 
by those present.” 
M a k e Extensive Flans 
The formal opening of the whole 
line for regular s e r v ic e was not 
m ade until three weeks later, on 
Decem ber 16. 1858. but the first 
locomotive had com e in and the 
final work was being done to con­ 
nect Gettysburg by rail with the 
1 outside world

At 46 
he became interested in flying and 
won a pilot’s license. 
Elsenhower's ancestors left Ger­ 
many in the 1000’a, going to Swita- 
erland and Holland. They cam e to 
the United States in 1732, settling 
in Pennsylvania. Jn 187* the Rev. 
Jacob Eisenhower, the 
general's 
grandfather, and his family moved 
to Abilene. 
Eisenhower’s parents, David and 
Ida 
Eisenhower, met while stu­ 
dents at Land University, Lecom- 
ton, Ran. Dwight was 
born 
at 
Denison, Tex.. Oct. Ii, 1800, the 
third ef seven sons. The fam ily 
returned to Abilene when "Ike" 
was S. 
Father A Farmer 
His father waa a farmer, engi­ 
neer and icemaker. The boys took 
turns selling eggs. chickens, vege­ 
tables and fruit to bring money 
into the home. 
One of hie brothers once said it 
was only by chance that Ike be­ 
came a West Point man He want­ 
ed a college education but fam ily

The possibility 
of an appointment to the U. 8 
Naval Academy at Annapolis of­ 
fered the chance of an deucation 
at government expense. 
Eisenhower won the Annapolis 
appointment, but would have been 
over the age limit by the tim e he !

A joint statement issued by the 


college board of trustees and Jack 
B. Dobson, commander of the 
Pennsylvania Department of the 
American Legion, added: 


"If m the current procedures 


under the Pennsylvania Loyalty 
Act or by any other method it is 
found that a subversive person is 
on the college staff, he or she will 
be dismissed." 
Complimented College 


The joint statement, i s s u e d ^ 


through the college's department ' 
of public information, summed up 
an investigation 
resulting 
from 


charges of "un-American influ- 
ences in activities" at the college 
made last July in a resolution 
adopted by the Legion's 23rd Dis- 
trict comprising posts in Centre. 
McKean, Clearfield and Cameron 
Counties. 


"The commander of the Penn- 


sylvania Department of the Ameri- 
can Legion," the joint statement 
said, "has complimented the of- 
ficers and trustees of the college 
for their obvious determination to 
keep the program of the college 
free of subversive influence. In 
this respect, he has expressed his 
belief that the Pennsylvania State 
College is doing the best job of 
any college or university in the 
United States." 


The statement said that repre- 


sentatives of the national, state, 
and 23rd districts of the Legion 
met last Feb. 10 with a special 
committee of the college trustees 
"to present evidence of alleged 
subversive activity on the Penn 
State campus." 


The statement said the evidence 


•was presented in six sections de- 
tailing them as: (1) causes which 
received support on the Penn State 
campus from Dec. 8, 1936 to March 
5, 1950; 12) data that five alumni. 
not connected with the college be- 
long to numerous organizations 
cited as subversive: (3) informa- 
tion on plays, motion pictures and 


concerts given on the campus be- 
tween 1935 and 1940; (4) alleging 
that some students organizations 
appeared on the campus "for short 
periods between 1934 and 1949 the 


organizations; (5) student activi- 
ties between 1934 and 1940 "which 
were alleged to have been in- 
fluenced subversively;" and (6) 
listed 
guest 
speakers 
between 


March 16, 1951 and Feb. 17, 1952 
"who were alleged to have been 
affiliated with organizations which 
have been cited as subversive." 


"The trustees and administration 


of the college," the statement said 
have satisfied themselves 
that, 


even if the events and guests listed 
were of the nature alleged, there 
has never been and does not exist 
now a plan or desire by faculty 
members 
or 
administrators 
to 


bring anti-American plays, student 
activities or speakers to the cam- 
pus. The trustees noted that, with 
the exception of the list of speak- 
ers, most of the data submitted 
pertained to incidents in the past, 
especially in the pre-war and war 
years.

weather. Removing the first growth 
at the right time assures better and 
heavier second cuttings for hay, and 
ensilage provides a. su^ulent feed 
of excellent quality for winter use 
or to tide over periods of drought.

The commonest is 
corn silage. Of the others, the com- 
monest and probably the best is 
some mixture of grass and legumes 
or straight legumes. 


Use Ordinary Machinery 


The best silages are moist to the 


touch, soft (but neither sloppy nor 
slimy), fragrant in their own way, 
and are formed at temperatures be- 
tween 70 and 100 °F. The nature 
of the crop will affect the qualities 
of the silage, but its condition is 
even more important. 


The best silage crops are the best 


hay or pasture crops. Many weed 
plants in hay crops which are not 
good feed in the growing or dry 
condition are acceptable by cattle 
when ensiled with 
good forage 


crops. In moderate quantities they 
do not materially affect the feeding 
value of silage. The best silages 
come from the legumes such as 
alfalfa or mixtures of legumes and 
grasses such as alfalfa and brome 
or Ladino clover and orchardgrass 


soon. Robert S. Kirby, Penn State 
extension plant pathologist, urges 
spraying with a copper fungicide to 
protect the plants against the ex- 
r -ted attack. Blight can quickly 
ruin a crop. 


Clip Pastures—Next to lime and 


fertilizer, the most important means 
of improving permanent pasture is 
timely mowing, says James Eakin, 
Penn Sta^e extension agronomist.

Control Tomato Worms—Tomato 


hornworms and tomato worms can 
be controlled by spraying with lead 
arsenate or cryolite or by dusting 
with lead arsenate and lime, says 
Lloyd Adams, Penn State extension 
entomologist.
